Gibbons died within the 
year, but, as it was not within twelve 
lunar months, the underwriters refused to 
pay the claim. The claimants, therefore, 
took the case to law, and the’ judge de 
cided in their favour. Thus the first in- 
surance policy and the first legal action 
with reference to” life insurance were 
united.

SCIENTIFIC MEETING OF 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 


Professor J. Joly, Sc.D., F.R.S., read a 
paper on a suggested mode of radio-therapy 
when long-continued feeble gamma radiation 
was required, at a scientific meeting of the 
Royal Dublin Society at Ballsbridge yesterday 
afternoon. 

It had been suggested, said Professor Joly. 
that variations of penetrating radiation of 
extra-terrestrial origin from time to time 
affected the well-being of organic life, and 
that the apparent increase of malignant 
disease was connected with the decrease of 
such rays in recent years He referred to 
the comparative immunity from disease of 
workers in certain lead mines, and expressed 
the opinion that the gamma radiation of such 
mines deserved quantitative examination. 

The lecturer suggested the direct applica- 
tion of a radio-active ore—uranite—as a 
method for producing continuous and uniform 
gamma radiation. Professor Joly outlined the 
preparation of the ore, and the applying of ‘t 
to fabric as a convenient means of handling. 
The intensity of the radiation could, he said, 
be iccreased by using more sheets of the 
fabric. 

The effect of the conditions of storage cn 
the Vitamin D potency and on other features 
of cod liver oil was extensively treated in a 
paper by Mr. E. J. Sheehy Dr. Murphy also 
read a communication to the Society by Mr. 
W. Hughes on a study of phoma lingam and 
the dry rot which it causes in turmps. 
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ECCLESIASTICAL ART 
IN HISTORY. 


—_— 


An interesting exhibition of books dealin 
with the history of art (mainly ecclesiastica 
art) is being held at the National. Museum, 
Dublin The exhibition was promoted 
through the efforts of the High Commis- 
sioner (Mr. Dulanty), the German and 
French Ministers, and Dr. Mahr, the Curator 
of the Museum. It is confined to publica- 
tions eens since the war, and is inter- 
national in its scope. ' 

The most interesting section is possibly the 
German one, and this includes a magnificent 
reproduction of the ('odex Aureus, edited by 
Georg Leidinger, and pubiished by Hugo 
Schmidt. The original Codex dates from 
the ninth century, and is preserved in the 
Bavarian State Library at Munich. 

There is a fine set of reproductions from 
sixteenth century German etchings (by the 
same publisher), and the exhibition includes 
volumes published by Bruno  Cassirer 
(Berlin), Dr. Benno Filser (Augsburg), Van 
Oest (Paris), the Oxford University Press 
and the Cambridge University Press. 

The books are not contained in giass cases, 
as is the usual custom, but fixed to tales 


in closer details by visitors.

| AST week one could imagine that some 


fairy, possessing a distinct sense of 

humour, had waved a magic wand over 
Alexandra Basin and had thus caused it to 
shrink to about haif its ordinary size. Not 
only.did the sixty acres of water area seem 
sadly reduced, but the store-sheds and quays, 
m some bewildering fashion, looked as 
though’ they were but models of their 
originals, built on quite a small scale. Not 
content with playing pranks on the dock, the 
fairy, apparently, had flown thence to Britain 
uay, ‘where lay the Kenbane Heac-—-one of 

e largest cargo ships which visit the Liffey 
—and. had mischievously turned her into the 
size oí a small ferry-boat. 

The explanation of the mystery lay in the 
fact that the gigantic vessels which were 
visiting the Liffey for the Congress com- 
pletely tlwarfed their surroundings.: On the 
east side lay the German liners, Dresden and 
Sierra Cordoba, as well as the French -vesse! 
De Grasse, their total gross tonnage amount- 
ing to over 435,000 tons. * Standing on the 
quayside, the sightseer had to crane h.s nock 
in order to view the upper decks which 
towered high above the store-sheds, while 
the ‘great steel walls of the vessels’ sides 
seemed ta narrow the spacious wharf to the 
size’ of a footpath. he Rio Bravo, of 
Bremen, occupicd the cross-berth, and ‘the 
16,000 tonner, Doric, belonging to the famous 
White Star Line, was moored at Alexandra 
Whari. 

The Kenbane Head, of Belfast, having 
completed the discharging of her cargo of 
grain which she had loaded at Montreal, was 
shifted from Alexandra Basin to Britain 
quay. She is an imposing-looking ship of 
5,225 tons gross, and men of Dublin point to 
her with pride as the type of ship which fre. 
quently visits this port. Looks and tonnage, 
however, wilted and dwindled into insignifi- 
cance whe the Dutch limer, Van St. Alde- 
gonde, which boasts the large tonnage of 
19,469 tons gross, was berthed at right angles 
to her.at Sir John Rogerson’s quay.

TOKYO, Tuesday. 


‘The British, French, Italian and Soviet 
Ambassadors. to-day called on Mr. Arita, 
the Japanese Vice-Minister for Foreign 
Afiairs, and conveyed the concern of their 
Governments regarding: the Manchurtan 
Customs dispute im view of its bearing 
ón foreign loans. 

It is understood that Sir Francis 
Lindley, the British Ambassador, ex: 

ressed the hope that Japan would do 
er utmost to mediate between Nanking 
and. the Manchu-kuo Government (the new 
State. in Manchuria under Japanese pro- 
tection) for the purpose of reaching an 
amicable. settlement. 

Mr. Arita’ replied that Japan was 
already taking action, and that the results 
would be communicated to the Powers. 

The problem came to a head last week 
with the dismissal by Sir Frederick Maze, 
the .Inspector-General. of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, of Mr. Fukumoto, the 
Japanese Commissioner for Customs at 
Dairen. 

Mr. Fukumoto was dismissed for “ gross 
insubordination,” having refused to remit 
the revenue to Shanghai despite an express 
order from Sir Frederick Maze. 

The Manchu-kuo authorities now claim 
the Customs dues at Dairen, and have 
appointed Mr. Fukumoto and the rest of 
his staff to collect the Dairen Customs on 
behalf of the new: State. 

The Japanese Government holds that 
the action of Sir Frederick Maze violated 
Article 3 of the 1907 agreement between 
China and Japan; stad says that the 
Chinese Government will be held re- 
sponsible for any, developments precipi- 
tated by this “ arbitrary ' step.

The 
tariff on secondhand clothing meant that the 
price to the poorer people who could only 
afford such garments would be prohibitive, 
and it would do great injury to the ready- 
made. clothing trade of this country. 


CAST-OFFS. NOT DESIRABLE, 

Mr. NORTON (Lab.. Kildare) said that 
there was something wrong with the system 
which would enable. the cast-off. clothing’ of 
the people in England to be given to the 
‘working classes in this country. It was the 
duty of the House to ensure that people in 
poorer circumstances should get their cloth- 
ing at the cheapest possible price. There 
were charitable organisations m England 
which sent over here to similar organisations 
clothing, vot. for sale, but for distribution to 
the poor, and to tax such articles would be, 
in his opinion, indefensible. 

Mr. BRASER (Indpt.. Cork, .E.) supported 
the views expressed by Mr. Norton. 

Mr. P. J. CURRAN [Lab., Dublin County) 
paid that he would like to see the importation 
of second-hand clothing prohibited altogether, 
because he thought the cast-off clothing of 
another people should not be worn by even 
the rest, working people inthis country. 
He thought that the ready-made clothing here 
should be as cheap as the second-hand stuff. 


Mr. E. O'NEILL. (C. na.nG., West Cork)

Mr. J. GOOD (Independent, Dublin Co.)

A wide aperture about six feet 
deep was dug at the bank of a small stream,. 
a tributary of the River Dineen. Working 
in from this on a very steep downward slope 
only about five yards in the brothers came 
upon a.rich seam of anthracite fourteen inches 
in thickness at the mouth, and, getting richer 

i (At no estimate can be 


|) made as to the length of the. vein, but 


‘McNally, a miner of almost twenty years’ 
experience, who worked underground since he 


| was thirteen om of age, says that from his 


knowledge of the surrounding country he 
would estimate the length of the seam as at 
least five miles, before coming on a “fault.” 


FIRE OLAY. 

The coal, which is of a beautiful shining 
black, is not more than seven yards under the 
ground surface, and is headed on top by 4 
rich vein of grey putty-like mud, which, I 
was informed, was excellent fire-clay, of the 
finest texture’ found in those islands. This 
seam, fully a foot thick, rans right along the 
coal deposit, only about fifteen inches under 
thé grass surface. Beneath the seam of coal 
lies another rich deposit of reddish clay, 
which, I was told. was eminently suited to 
the manufacture of bricks. 

So far, owing, to lack of capital, machinery 
of only the very rudest nature has been in- 
stalled. A windlass and a rope, pulling 
& small wooden box on rails, is the method 
at present employed to bring the coal to 
the surface. e water had to be removed 
with hand-buckets, .A rough support. prevents 
the ground above from caving in. 

The story of the discovery was related to 
me at the mine. by John MeNally. . After 
working in mines almost their whole life- 
time, both here and in Scotland, the brothers 
three weeks ago found themselves with- 
out employment, and determined to try their 
luck at the spot where the mine was dis- 
covered... They began work with the rudest 
of implements, and under what Ls Canhn to 
be insurmountable difficulties. ey delved 
away from early pees till nightfall, for 
over a fortnight. Tong of clay and sand had 
to be removed before coal was sighted. A 
villager, in close touch with the McNallys. 
told me that for several days they worked 
with barely one meal a day and without a 
penny in their possession. The care of pre- 
viding for the home, consisting of the boys’ 
mother and father and a centenarian grand 
father, fell on the boys. John told me that 
there was sufficient coal in the seam to pro- 
vide work for almost two hundred men for 
twenty-five years, on a capital outlay which 
would be less than on any such undertaking 
in the world. 


THE COAL. 

Experts to whom I showed samples of the 
eoal are convinced that the McNallys’ find may 
have the most important reactions on the 
industrial life of the country, The coal 1 
stated to possess very little súlphur in com- 
parison with anthracite found in other parts 
of the country, and ignites very much more 
rapidly. It burns with a very small flame. 
and is stated to be very suitable for steam 
engines, 

The land on which the coal was discovered 
belongs to a local farmer, named Comerford, 
in whom all the mining rights are vested. 
| Upto. quite recently the mining rights were 
owned by. a weil-known peer, but these, 1 
was informed, have now lapsed. 

An excellent market exists in the locality 
for the coal, and, as. both rail and canal are 
very convefiient, being not more than three 
miles distant, the mine seems to have a 
promising fature, provided capital is avail- 
able. There are about two hundred 
unemployed miners. available, should the mine 
be worked.

SOLVING PROBLEMS. 

“TI am ‘perfectly convinced: that all the 

roblems of Ireland,’’ he procedeed,. ‘‘ could 

ave been settled if they had got the students 

of the universities to deal with them; but, 
instead, they got demagogues—people who 
never could think clearly.” . " 

He advocated that the different universities 
in’ Ireland should come together more’ fre- 
quently socially and get to understand and 
appreciate each other's points of view.

Mr. 8. F. Murray, M.Se., congratulated 
Dr. Starkie upon his paper. 

Dr. Starkie, responding, said that he always 
held the view that the only way to make 
language international was by Latin, which 
was simple, logical and scientific. 

Responding to comments by Mr. (Glass 
(Queen’s University), Dr. Starkie said that he 
was in favour of undergraduates having the 
power of electing parliamentary representa- 
tives instead of this being confined to 
graduates who were not so closely in touch 
with university life. 

Miss M. Cunningham, M.A., Trinity Hall, 
in the course of a paper upon ‘ The Obliga- 
tion Incurred by University Education,” said 
that the double purpose of a university was 
to foster learning and train individuals. 


DUTY OF THE STUDENT. 

Professor Liam OBuachall, B.Comm., 
Lecturer in Economics, University College. 
Galway, read a paper in Irish on “ The. Duty 
of the Irish Student to the Nation.” He 
said that a change of a kind had come over 
the universities, with the exception, perhaps, 
of Trinity College. It was no longer the 
snobs or the upper classes who were going to 
the universities; A few of them went still, 
but in the main the universities were recruited 
from the ordinary people—farmers, craftsmen, 
shopkeepers, and teachers. One would think 
that these - people | | 
towards their own people, but anvone who.

From Ove Own ConRERPoNpkNT, 
LIMERICK, Tuesday. 
HE annual Synod of the Diocese of 
Limerick was held in the Diocesan Hall, 
Fery street, ea 5 

The Bishop, Right Rev. Dr. White, pre- 
sided, and in his address said :— 

A question which interests many of our 
people, and which deserves all the thought 
we can give it, is how can we come more 
closely to ‘our fellow Christians who are out- 
This does not arise in 
connection with our Roman Catholic fellow- 
coentrymen; for their Church make demands 
which mean total surrender of our present 
position——a surrender which we shall not 
make. 

But the question of possible union with 
our Presbyterian and Wesleyan friends is one 
which many of us have deeply at heart, but 
about which difficulties exist which cannot 
be ignored ; or solved by repeating a few im- 
patient catch words. 

Men who would treat with contempt the 
very notion of making a union of rules and 
customs between two. such closely allied 
games as Rugby and. Association football, 
seem sometimes to think that differences on 
profound spiritual issues can be reconciled by 
gestures of easy good nature. 

Let us first bear in mind that leaders of 
— churches’ are not ‘free lances.’’ Each 
“body has behind it a long and noble tradi- 
tion, which, indeed, must not be the object 
of a narrow allegiance or superstitious rever- 
ence, but which cannot be ignored, 
does not give us in ecclesiastical, or political, 
or sócial, life a ‘‘clean sheet” on which 
we can write whatever strikes our fancy at 
the moment. An historic Church has world- 
wide connections which cannot be lightly 
severed. This im true of the Presbyterian, 
Weslevan and Congregational Churches in 
Ireland. Each has a goodly heritage. Each 
looks back to an honourable past, in which 
thousands of earnest, devoted men and 
women served Christ in a way, and under 
an order, which proved their value by their 
resvits, 

THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 

So it is with us, Our claim is that we 
represent the Church fourded by St. Patrick, 
and that our bishops hold an episcopal suc- 
cession from his days to the present. And, 
further, we are not an isolated Church. We, 
and our sister Church of England, form the 
mother ‘Chutch of the whole Anglican Com- 
munion. Indeed, with gracious courtesy, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in his” noble 
sermon in Armagh on St. Columba’s Day, 
allowed a certain precedence to our Church 
as having been founded about a century 
and a half before Augustine began his Eng- 
lish mission. The Lambeth Conference forms 
a bond of union for our’ Churches all over 
the world. “Our” Churches, I say. We 
act, and always have acted, as one body “n 
overseas extension. The mission work of both 
Charches of the home countries is done 
through the agency of societies whose govern- 
= Papas represent Ireland as well as Eng- 
and. 

As the British Empire has been built up 
by Irish, as well as by English, men and 
women, so the now independent Churches n 
countries like Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, had from their earliest 
days Chuarchmen from Ireland among their 
leaders. 


THE FIRST CONFERENCE. 


The Lambeth Conference largely owes its 
origin to a Cork man, John Travers Lewis, 
who, when Bishop’ of Ontario, urged the 
assembling of such a gathering. His widow 
—a very aged lady—gave an “ At Home” to 
the bishops at beth in 1930. When 
doubts arose as to the wisdom of holding the 
first Conference’ in 1867—and when the 
ae of York and several of the fore- 
most English bishops declined to attend it, 
our two Archbishops, Beresford and Trench. 
boldly took their ni“ 
so enabled the Assembly “- come together 
with the approval of three oí ui." then four 
Atchbishops of our Communion. hen now 
our Orders are fully recognised in England

SIR EDWARD GARRAWAY. 


The death took place yesterday at his resi- 
deuce, Rockshire, Waterford, of Colonel Sir 
Edward Charles Frederick Garraway, 
i .C.M.G., at the age of sixty-seven. 

Sir Edward, who was the eldest son of the 
late Colonel Charles Sutton Garraway, of 
Waterford, rendered distinguished service in 
South Africa over a period of thirty-five 
Í years, After holding the post of district 
| surgeon at Kuruman, British Bechuanaland, 
| in 1891, he became surgeon of the Bechuana- 
land Border Police, and eventually was ap- 
pointed division medical officer of the South 
African Constabulary, with the rank of 
Major. In. 1905 he became principal medical 
officer. From then onwards promotion was 
rapid, and Sir Edward was appointed military 
secretary to the Governor-General and High 
Commissioner of South Africa in 1910. He

Commission in 1914, and 
later tesident Commissioner for the 
Bechuanaland ‘Protectorate. In 1917 he 
was appointed Resident Commissioner in 
Basutoland. - and Lieutenant-Colonel .Com- 
manding the Basutoland Mounted Police. 
He retired from these positions in 1926. Sir 
Edward, who was knighted in 1922, served in 
the Matabeleland campaign of 1893 and 1896, 
and in the Boer War was awarded the 
Queen's Medal with four clasps, and the 
King’s Medal with two clasps. He took part 
in the famous Jameson Raid in 1896. 

His return to Waterford and entry into 
public life was warmly welcomed, and at the 
last municipal election he was returned at the 
head of the poll as Alderman for West Ward. 
He also occupied the position of Master of 
Waterford County and City Infirmary. Sir 
F.dward was a member of the East Waterford 
Hunt, a keen rider to hounds, and an angler 
of outstanding merit.

‘Plans for Ottawa. 


The prospect of. Ottawa is now very 
close, and the Dominions are putting final 
touches to their preparations. President 
de Valera has announced—provisionally, 
at least—the leader of the. Free State 
delegation, and has made arrangements 
for transport. Doubtless, too, he has 
made his plans, and the only thing that 
remains uncertain is the party's reception 
by the Dominions’ delegate 
course, will have nothing to do with it. 
Australia is exerting herself to be ready in 
time, and the people’s ‘enthusiasm :s 
rising in proportion with the swing from 
socialism. South Africa has given more 
than one token of her eagerness to fall 
into line with a constructive policy. New 
Zealand realises that preferences in the 
British and Dominion markets mean. her 
economic salvation, and has her plans cut 
and dried. Canada and England, the 
sponsors of the Conference, are in regular 
communication ; visits have been made and 
returned, and, if some groups of business 
men have failed to reach a preliminary 
agreement, the prospect of harmony on the 
main issue is encouraging. Most of the 
Governments. have been in contact 
with their own trade interests, and the 
delegates will reach Ottawa with a very 
fair idea of their tasks. 

We must not delude ourselves into the 
belief that progress at Ottawa will be 
easy. There are still some apostles of 
inter-imperial commerce who believe tht 
the nations of the Commonwealth simply 
ean declare their ports open to goods from 
one another’s ports, while they remain 
rigidly barred to the goods of nations 
outside the pale. Nothing of the kind, of 
course, will, or could, happen. “ Every 
member will wish to protect certain 
incipient industries of .its-own, and the 
danger to such industrics from unrestricted 
competition by an Empire country will be 
no less than the peril from foreign. ex- 
porters. The problems of Ottawa, in fact, 
will be no less complex than the 
problems which face Geneva or Lausanne, 
Great Britain and the Dominions are 
not subordinate to a central Govern- 
ment, as the States of the Union 
are subordinate to Washington. They 
are nations, with their own national 
interests; and those interests are some- 
times in conflict, sometimes in harmony, 
with the interests of the Empire as at 
economic unit. Ottawa, therefore, must 
be approached as one would approach 
a scheme for the economic union of central 
Europe. Here and there the interest oi 
some particular Dominion must clash with 
the general project; in such cases a 
balance must be struck, or a con¢éssiou 
must be made on one side or the other. 
The adjustments of interest will call for 
unending patience and the minutest 
delicacy of handling. 

Yet there is patently one element which 
makes for success at Ottawa. and differen- 
tiates the bargainings of the Dominions 
from the bargainings of any odd collection 
of States. The spiritual link, however 
tenuous, is strong, and the nations, while 
acutely conscious of their individuality, 
experience at the same time a community 
of feeling which is lacking in the case of 
completely separate countries. “In otk -r 
words, they realise that they are seeking 
agreement not only for their own sakes, 
but for the sake of that huge, diverse 
entity which is called the British. Com- 
monwealth. Therein lies the spiritual 
basis on which a structure of economic 
unity will be reared, and in so far as te. 
members are willing to work upon that 
basis the dream of imperial commerce will 
be fulfilled. It is necéssary that the dele- 
gates shall realise the precise nature of the | 
Ottawa Conference. If every country is. 
concerned only for its own advantage, Í 
nothing of value will result from it; if | 
every country sees its own interest only as 
part of the wider imperial interest, a fabric 
will be built on rock, and the winds and 
floods of economic adversity will not 
prevail against it.. If the spirit of imperial 
co-operation is not present, the Conference 
will be a failure. For that reason, apart 
from others, we cannot see how the Free’ 
State, under Mr. de Valera’s grudging and 
unresponsive control, can hope to benefit.

“TY hundred holiday-wakers: had an 


unexpected thrill at the entrance -to 
Portland Harbour yesterday, when the 
pleasure steamer Premier,’ on Which they 
were passengers, and the submarine Rain- 
bow came into collision.‘ The Premier was 
going on a cruise round the ships of the 
Fleet. in the harbour. | 


A hole about ten feet wide was torn in. 


the bow of the steamer just above the 
water line, and she was towed, leaking 
badly, into Weymouth Harbour. 

The passengers were taken vif the 
rteamer by the submarine, which received 
only superficial damage. 

Excitement. reigned on the pleasure 
steamer for some time after the collision , 
many people were flung from their seats, 
and much crockery. was smashed by the 
impact, bat io one was seriously hart. 

There was some alarm among the .pas- 
sengers when the steamer and the sub- 
marine began to drift apart, and some 
thought that the pleasure boat was 
sinking. “In a very few minutes, however, 
the submarine drew alongside, and a 
gangway, consisting of planks and guide 
ropes, was thrown across from the steamer 
to the deck of the submarine. The pas- 
sery'ers were ‘transferred in a quick and 
orderly manner to the deck of the sub- 
marine, To.help in the evacuation of the 
steamer, Admiralty high-speed torpedo 
chasers and launches darted out: from 
Portland Harbour, and to these the pas- 
séngers were transferred. Finally, the 
passengers who had been transierred to 
the submarine were taken into launches, 


'and all were brought back to Weymouth 


Harbour, the point from which they had 
started on their ‘cruise. 


A PASSENGER'S ACCOUNT. 


Graphic accoints of the collision were 
given to a reporter by passengers when 
they came ashore. Mr, William’ J. Bur- 
vill, Ennis, of Ivywell road, Bristol, said 
— | was standing in the stern with my 
wife and’ daughter, As soon as we were 
past Portland Harbour entrance I saw 
the submarine. coming out, and thought 
that we were going to have a collision, 
Within a minute or two she hit us. It 
was like the jolt of a motor car in a col- 
lision, “Fhe captain told us to keep calm, 
and it was surprising how calm everyone 
did keep. The submarine drew along- 
side,-and we were told to get ready to 
leave the steamer. A gangway, was placed 
on the deck of the submarine from the 
paddle steamer, and by means of this we 
walked on-to the deck of the submarine, 
and hung on. Afterwards we climbed into 
motor boats, and were brought into Wey- 
mouth Harbour. . 


CAPTAIN OF PREMIER'S 
STATEMENT. 


Captain A. R. Moore, of the Premier, 
said: When we examined the ship I saw 
that the bulkheads had held, but thought, 
nevertheless, it was time to get everyone 
off. It was fortunate that we were struck 
more forrard and not amidships. The-hole 
is a tremendous one. You could drive a 
car through it. The plates have been torn 
away. and the deck rails carried away on 


the starboard side forrard.

MR. JOHNSON SHOWS HOW. 


On the fifth stage of the Constitution (Re- 
moval of Oath) Bill, 1932, 

Mr JOHNSON submitted that some notice 
should be taken of events that had occurred 
across the water, particularly since the 
adjournment of the House, and of the 
speeches that had been made by responsible 
people. It seemed to him that the discussion 
in the British House of Commons, and parti- 
cularly the speech of Mr. Lloyd George, who 
was Premier at the time of the passing of 
the Treaty, as well as statements that had 
been made in the Press, showed that there 
had been practically no change in the attitude 
of the British Parliament from that which 
hac ben taken by them before the Treaty. 
It seemed to him also that notwithstanding 
developments that had taken place since then, 
in 1926, 1929 and 1930, and notwithstanding 
the declarations made at the Imperial Con- 
ference and the subsequent passing of the 
Statute of Westminster, there had been no 
indication of any change in the mental 
attitude of responsible British politicians as to 
the relations between the two countries. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S SENTI- 
MENTS. 


It appeared to be still the view of those 
antanaiiohe authorities that this country was 
now enjoying an extension of self-government 
conceded by the British Parliament, That 
was re Á not the attitude of the Ministers 
of the late Government, and it appeared to 
him that, in view of the sentiments expressed 
by Mr. Llord George, which received the 
hearty support of the British House of Com- 
mons, that the position of this country in 
relation to Great Gritain and in relation to 
the Dominions would have to be reasserted 
by this Parliament, and the right and appro- 
priate wav of asserting that position would be 
for this House, when the opportunity arose, 
after the bill has been discussed in the Dail, 
very definitely to accept the position and 
accept the bill as it came to them from the 
Dail 
OIREACHTAS MUST ASSERT 
ITSELF. 

Referring to a statement made in a letter 
to the Morning Post by Sir Berridale Keith 
that nothing could be enacted by this Parlia- 
ment which the British Government might 
consider detrimental to their interests, and 
that the Free State Legislature was not a 
sovereign body in the same sense as the 
British Parliament, Mr. Johnson said that 
there was only one way to reaflirm their 
position, and, that was by asserting that 
there was no limitation on the powers of this 
Parliament in an¥ matter affecting its powers 
They could do that by accepting this bill 
when it came back to them. 

Mr. SEAN MILROY said that Senator 
Johnson’s speech was not very helpful, but 
he assumed that amy comments upon it could 
be reserved until the bill came back again 


to that House. 


The MINISTER for POSTS and TELE- 
GRAPHS asked if Senator Milroy antict- 
ated that the Senate amendments would not 
e acceptable to the Dail. 

Mr. MILROY replied that he would be 
very glad, indeed, if the Minister advised 
the other House to accept the bill as it left 
the Senate. (Laughter.) If that took place 
he could not see that further comment in 
the Senate would serve a useful purpose. 


“MUST DEFEND OUR RIGHTS.” 

Colonel M. MOORE said that if the Free 
State, in the matter of the removal of the 
Oath, allowed itself to be frightened by 
bogies and threats of taxes on cattle, tt 
would be ruined. They should defend their 
rights at any cost. 


ST. PATRICK’S EXAMPLE. 

Mr. L. O'NEILL claimed that, in their 
opposition to the bill for the removal of the 

ath, the majority of the Senate must at 
least get such credit as was to be gained 
from having done their best. Senator Milroy 
in particular adhered to his position with that 
pertinacity which had distinguished his whole 

litical career. (Laughter.) He recalled 
enator Milroy saying that “the day is not 
far distant when the green flag shall wave 
again o'er College Green and Ireland shall 
be a nation ence again.” (Laughter.) The 
Senator one one occasion had asked the young 
men never to rest satisfied until they had 
banished all trace of British allegiance from 
this country just as St. Patrick had banished 
the snakes. 

Mr. SEAN MILROY—Is a charge being 
made against me, because, if so, I would like 
some better evidence than Senator 0’ Neill's 
defective memo to substantiate such a 
gross personal affront? And are these re 
marks relevant to the motion that the bill 
now pass’ 

THE CHAIRMAN thought it would be 
better if such remarks as those to which 
Senator Milroy objected were avoided. 

Mr, O'NEILL asked if Senator Milroy 
denied having asked the young men of Tre- 
land to banish British allegiance as &t, 
Patrick banished the snakes. 

A FEW SNAKES LEFT. 

Mr. MILROY—I am afraid St. Patrick left 
a few snakes behind him. (Laughter.) 

Mr. O'NEILL went on to say that, in a 
Senate constituted like the sg they all 
knew in advance that this bill would never 

ss. But before the bill was sent to the 
fimo to which the majority desired to see 
it consigned, he wished to take a last oppor- 
tunity. of offering a protest against the 
manner in which it had been mutilated.

It was 
not the intention of the Govertiment to ac- 
cept the bill as amended, and they would 
let it go back to the Dail as it stood. 


CORK HARBOUR BILL.

DUBLIN AND BLESSINGTON 
TRAMWAY BILL. 


On the second reading of the Dublin and 
Blessington Steam Tramway (Abandonment) 
Bill, 1932 

Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, on behalf of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, ‘said that the posi- 
tion with regard to the company was that 
there was £70,000 subscribed, £40,000 of 
which was in the nature of 5 per cent. stock, 
Cie on certain baronies in Counties 

‘icklow and Dublin. There were also num- 
bers of shares not guaranteed which were 
valueless. 

A certain amount of the money guaranteed 
was recouped by the State to the extent of 
two per cent.. Of recent years the charge 
on the State had been £800 per annum. Dur- 
ing the last three years the company had lost 
£7,000 per annum.. Most people, the Minister 
continued, would agree that the tramway 
was no longer necessary owing to the ‘bus 
traffic and other transport facilities in the 
area. 

The proposal now was that the 4,000 shares 
issued at £10 each should be taken over at 
an agreed price of £5 10s., which would mean 
the raising of a loan of £22,000, The Go- 
vernment contribution of £800 would cease 
on the closing of the line. It was also pro- 
posed to compensate the employés of the 
company under the Act of 1924, The assets 
of the company would be put on the market, 
disposed of as scrap, and allocated in the pro- 
portion of two-thirds to Dublin and one-third 
to Wicklow. 

It would be generally agreed, he added, 
that the company should. be wound. up, and 
steps taken to liquidate the assets. The State 
was taking the responsibility, as it must, to 
deal equitably with the employés and to com- 
pensate them as best it could. 

Mr. BROWNE said that it was most heces- 
sarily a complicated measure, and he would 
like if the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce could be in attendance, so that he 
could put him some questions. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said the Minister would 
attend at the remaining stages. He would 
be guite willing that any amendments by 
Senator Browne be put down for next week. 

The bill passed the second stage, and the 
er stage was fixed for next Wednes-

DAIRY PRODUCE BILL. 


On the Committee stage of the Dairy Pro- 
duce (Price Stabilisation) Bill,

Mr. LINEHAN recognised that the Govern- 
ment had to do something to help the in- 
dustry, and, if the Minister thought that the 
powers given under that section were neces- 
sary to carry out the plan of the bill, he 
would be reluctant to put any amendment 
that would omit these powers. 

Mr. DOWDALL said that it would be 
safer not to restrict the Minister’s powers. 

Mr. O’HANUAON said that if there was 
anyone who would reap advantage from the 
bill it was the farmer who made butter. 

Mr. WILSON did not see why the Govern- 
ment should put any restrictions upon 
farmers in disposing of their produce. 

The amendment was declared lost.

TO RELIEVE TRAFFIC. 

Me. J. M.. Devitt, Chairman, Borov 
Council, Dún Laoghaire, “ explaining ' t 
scheme, said that the proposed road would 
relieve undue congestion along the Monks- 
town-Temple Hill route. The proposal was 
to cut through the grounds of Albany House, 
Miibeach, Seafield Cottage, Posilipo, and at 
Clifton terrace, and through the grounds. of 
Annesley, the Cottage and Seabank, and to 
construct a finished roadway 40 feet wide, 
giving a carriage way of 26 feet. The major 
portion of the roadway would be through 
private property, and it would be necessary 
to purchase and demolish Seafield Cottage. 
The estimated cost of the scheme was 
£13,161. The roadway was urgently required, 
and it would mark the development of one of 
the most striking improvements in the. dis- 
trict, and would open up an arterial fh remy 
providing a traffic gateway in this locality, 
and affording a magnificent coastal 
drive of approximately three miles. 

Replying to the Inspector, Mr. Devitt said 
that’ the amenities of the. residences “con: 
cerned would be preserved, with the excep- 
tion of -Seafield Cottage, Every ‘tree and 
every shrub taken up would be replaced, 
and. everything possible done. to beautify 
the place consistent with due economy. 

Mr. Roper suggested that Albany avenue 
should be saieied up, and not left as a cul 
de-sac.

A COLT OF HIGH PROMISE.

out of Picardel, the dam of Phalaros, Herba 
list and many other winners. Colorow had 
won at Manchester an easy race, and would 
have been fancied for the Coventry Stakes 
at Ascot had it been possible to start him.
